Nigerian Journey. 


[ ABSTRACT. ] 


A tour of the cocoa and groundnut areas of Nigeria was undertaken in October 
and December, 1952, in connection with the work of the West African Pest 
Infestation Research Unit. The chief insect problems are discussed in their 
relation to the customs of the populace in the growing, storing and marketing 
of their food and cash crops. Reference is made to insects and diseases associated 
with some of the large-scale agricultural and social projects in Nigeria and stress » 
laid upon the necessity of creating the right climate for research into some of the 
more specific problems.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE ORDINARY MEETING HELD ON 4TH FEBRUARY, 1953. 
Professor P. A. Buxton, C.M.G., F.R.S., President, in the Chair.

Mr. M. G. Emsley, Mr. P. F. Entwistle, Mr. R. A. French, Mr. D. J. Greathead, 
Mr. D. R. Ragge, Mr. A. T. Thompson and Miss D. B. Willrich signed the Obliga- 
tion Book and were admitted Fellows of the Society. 


Dr. N. E. Hickin exhibited some Caddis larvae found on Ist February, 1953, 
in a ditch at Westbury-on-Severn, Glos., feeding on the hind quarters of a dead 
mouse. The larvae, a total of 66, were all Limnophilids and belonged to three 
species. The cases formed a rosette, hiding the mouse except for a small part 
of the vertebral column, which was picked quite clean. Dr. Hickin said he 
believed this to be the first record of Caddis larvae feeding on mammalian flesh 
in nature. 


Dr. O. W. Richards gave an account of his visit to the Rukwa Valley, S.W. 
Tanganyika, the outbreak area of the Red Locust, in the summer of 1952, an 
abstract of which appeared on page 2. 


A short discussion followed in which Dr. B. P. Uvarov emphasised the rigorous 
conditions which occur in the Rukwa Valley, and remarked that the discovery 
of the importance of the area was largely due to the initiative of Mr. W. Victor 
Harris, who was present. 


In the locust control organisation the area was unique as a preventive and sup- 
pressive base, any concentration of locusts being attacked with insecticides as soon 
as discovered. The origins of swarms were in local increases in population, so that 
ability to estimate the numbers of locusts was of considerable importance. 


The success achieved by Dr. Richards in this direction, therefore, marked a 
definite step forward in locust control work. 
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Mr. Victor Harris, in supporting Dr. Uvarov’s remarks, added that visits 
such as that made by Mr. Richards were a great encouragement to entomologists 
living abroad with little contact with fellow workers.
